INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY, APRIL 26, 1996 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 11

CURRENT SITUATION: The Southwest Area continued to experience increased
fire activity, necessitating the mobilization of another Type 1l Incident
Management Team. The Southern and Southern California Areas also
experienced increased fire activity yesterday. Resource mobilization
through NICC increased significantly.

Southwest Area Large Fires:

DOME, Santa Fe NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Blackwell) is
assigned. The fire exhibited extreme fire behavior, spotting up to 374 of
a mile in heavy mixed conifer and Ponderosa Pine. Current concerns are to
Bandalier National Monument and archeological sites.

WHITE SPRINGS COMPLEX, Fort Apache Agency, BIA. A Type 11 Incident
Management Team (Leech) is assigned. The Complex consists of the White
Springs (3,217 acres) and Cibecue Ridge (800 acres) fires. Both fires
burned actively yesterday. Airtankers were used extensively to support
line construction. Runs on the Cibecue Ridge fire threatened the powerline
to Cibecue yesterday. Structure protection remains in place as the fire
continues to threaten the community of Carrizo. No evacuations have
occurred to date.

CHINO WELL, Mescalero Agency, BIA. A Type 1 Incident Management Team
(Lente) is assigned. Late Wednesday night, high winds caused several spot
fires across the line, resulting in immediate 6-8 foot flame lengths.
Quick action taken by crews and dozers successfully lined these spot
fires. Retardant drops were used successfully to pretreat fuels in areas
of potential spotting.

CLARK PEAK, Coronado NF. A Type 1l Incident Management Team (Moore) is
assigned. The fire is burning in a highly complex fuel bed with 30-120
tons per acre. Threats are to telescopes, summer residences, Columbine
Administrative Site and threatened and endangered species. Steep, narrow
drainages and slopes, high winds (30-45 MPH) and a Haines index of 5-6
added to control problems.
